CONVICI-MADE FOREIGN GOODS.

The tarilf law contains a provision
that all goods, wares, articles and
werchandise manufactured wholly or
in part ln any forelgn country by con-
viet labor shall not be entitled to en-
try at any of the ports of the United
States, prohibits  the Ihmportation
thereof and authorizes the secretary of
the treasury to prescribe such regula-
tions as may be pecessary for the en-
fovesient of the provision. But notwith-
standing this, it appears that articles
made by prison nbor abroad find their
way Into the Awmerican market, It
seoms that the effort to exclude conviet-
made goods has heretofore been di-
rected cliletty ngulugt cortain classes of
rigs and other arvtleles moade In India,
but now the State depurtinent is ad-
vised that there I8 danger of the in-
troduction of such goods from Ger-
wany,  Convict-mnde goods from that
cenntry have long been exported to
England, and not long sinee the ques-
ton of excluding them was presented
to the Britlsh Parllament. The Awmer-
lenn vonsul at Anpaberg, Germany, I
i report to the State department, says:
“Tudging from the spirit fn which a
recent specch in Parlinment on this
subject Is comwented upon bore, the ex-

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port trade of Cerman prison-made
goods to England eannot be small, and
I am fuclined to belleve that the United
Rintes recolves also more prison mnnu.
factured goods than arc detected.”
The consul suggests a thorough Investl-
gntlon by our consulnr officors,

It Is stated that the altention of the
oflicials of the State and Treasury de-
partments liaving been ealled to this
matter they are considering what shall
be done to Insure the exclusion of
prison-mnde forelgn goods, nnd it Is to
be boped they will not relinqulsh the
conslderation until an adequate plan
of cxclogion Is devised. It Is quite
enotigh that the prodocts of froe Amer-
fean labor must compete In the home
market with the products of lower
priced European labor, and to have to
submit to the competition, however
sinll relatively, of  prison  Inbor 4
something altogether intolerable. It
may be a somewhat diffienlt matter to
detect what are conviet-made goods in
ciges where forelgn exporters send out
such goods ns of regular manufacture,
and it has been stggested that the in-
volee declaention shall contain a state-
ment to the offect that the goods cov-
eredl by the invelee are not of prison
origin. But whatever the difficulties
n way must be found to overcome them
and keep out of the American market
prison-made foreign gools.

THE ATLANTA EXPOSUPTON,

The exposition which is to open at
Atlanta In September and close De-
cember 31 promises to be o much more
extensive affair than has been generally
expected, and If energy and enterprise
are properly rewarded ot will be o great
success, A good stroke of business was
made by the projectors in recently en-
tertaining & number of newspaper cor-
respoundents, who have Inkd before the
country full nformation as to the ehar-
acter and extent of the exposition. Al-
though primarily intended to show the
muterial development of the cotton
states, which during the Inst ten or
twelve years has been extraordinary,
the enterprise is internationnl In its
scope and foreign countries, more par-
ticulnrly American countrles, will con-
tribute to its attroctions. It is said
that the people of Atlanta are not aim-
Ing merely to excel previous ekxpositions
in the south, including the one at New
Orleans ten yenrs ago; they are ambi-
tlous to be clnssed with the Centennial
exposition of 1876, and one of the offi-
olals expressed the opinfon that the
Atlanta exposition will excel that held
at Philadelphin. e said:  “We have
greater factlities now for making n dis-
play at a less cost than at any previons
time. We have the plek of o great
many exhibits that were muade at Chi-
cago, In many cases those are still
intact and the firmsg who arranged the
exhibits are very willing to moke dis-
plays here.  Then we have learned
much by the experience at I’hiladel-
phin and Chicago, and as a result we
will, In my opinion, make a better gen-
eral display than the one at Philadel-
phia, but will not equul that at Chi-
eogo.” This is doubtless a1 romewhat
exaggernted view, but It indicates the
gpirit that is behind the movement.,

The correspondents who went to At-
lanta all agree that the exposition, how-
pver it shall eompare with others, will
be very fine, and It will be especlally
attractive and instruetive ns an exhibi-

tlon of the agricaliural, wmineral
and manufacturing resourees of
the  south, which were inade-
quitely shown at the Chicago
World's fair, few of the south-
ern stateg having made any exhibit
there. In view of the fact that the
enterprise  was undertaken ot what

seemed to be a most Inauspicious time,
in the midst of panle and depression,
the assured success of the undertnkiog
is In the highest degree creditable to
its projectors and to the energy and
liberality of the people of Atlanta. The
exposition will be held at a season when
thonsands of northern people go south,
and It is safe to say that during the
lust three months of the present year
the metropolis of Georgla will contain
more northern people than at any time
since ita eccupation by the union army
thirty-one years ngo.

NEW OUTLET FOR AMERICAN COTTON.

The cotton producers of America are
to have n new market for their produoet
and one that promises to be of Increas-
Ing importance in Japan. The develop-
ment of the textile industry in that
country, which begun some ten yedrs
ago, 13 making vigorous progress, and
according to the Japanese consul at
New York the mill operators in Japan
intend to put forth every effort to sup-
ply the demand for cotton cloth of the
vast population of the Chinese empire
as well as that of the Coreans. This
means an enormous expansion of the
textile industry in thar country. Hith-
erto spinners and weavers In Japan
have depended largely upon the Kast
Indian and Chinese cotton crop, but of
late there have been some large ship-
ments direet to Japan from San Fran-
clgeo, and others are to follow., The
only obstacle to the more genernl use of
Amerienn cotton in Japan is the bigh
rate of frefght which Is fmposed, but jt
is expected that this will be overcome
in time. The Japanese consul sald that
whoen communicntion with Japan and
the great cotton ports of the Atlantie
ecoast is afforded by the Nlearagua canal
and rates are consequently lower, he
antleipated the free purchase of Amer-
lean cotton which Is preferred to that
produced elsewhere. The condition in-
dicated ns pssentinl to  an extensive
movement of American cotton to Japan
Is somewhat remote, but there is every
reason to expect that in the meanwhile
the demand for our product from that
country. will steadily increase. At pres-
ent about forty cotton eloth mills are
In operation at Osaka, the lemding com-
mereinl center in the Japanese empire,

While thls growing market for raw
cotton holds out a cheering promise to
the Awmerican cotton growers, the ques-
tlon s naturally suggested as o what
will be the effect upon our own textile
Industry of the locrensing competition
of the Japanese. The Britlsh texiile
manufacturers seem to have become
somewhat anxious, If not alarmed, re-
garding the progress of the jndusiry In
Japan, which Is sald to have already
materlally reduced the demand for

ufncturers havefer less to lose from
this -'um]n-Ill\-n‘ than  those of
Eogland, the eastearn mnrket Is of im-
portance to thefit'* Would the lncreasod
demand for un;'rf'ﬁ‘- cotton compensate
for the loss of'the Chlnese market to
Amerienn  mafiinfgeturers  of  cotton
goods? Howpeyge this may be, the
conditions clearkh i point to n steadily
Inereasing «Iu-ml‘liu[ for our raw colton
from Japan, aml probably & declining
demand from that quarter for our cot-
ton cloth, though it Is hardly probable
that our manufacturers will ever be
wholly excluded from the eastern mar-
ket, or at any rale pot until the Japan-
ese are able to produce goods in all
reapects equal te those produced in the
United States.

BISMARUCK AND AGRARIANISM,

The agrarvinns of Germany have a
powerful supporter of thelr enuse in
I'rinee Blsmarck, for, although, as the
old statesman sald last Sunday, he is
without Influence with the present leg-
i=lature, he I8 not without influence with
those who choose legislatures, It shonld
be nnderstood, in order to a right ap-
prehension of Bismarck's position, that
the agrarian elemoent in Germany s not
composed of the actual farmers, but
rather of the lund owners, very few of
whom themselves cultivate their lands,
but lease them to farmers. Bilsmarck,
for example, is one of the great landed
proprietors of Germany and derives a
large income from his estate in the form
of rental revenue, so that when he
speaks of “thoge of our own flesh and
blood" he refers to land owners chiefly,
Hudoubtedly, however, the actual farm-
ers nre to o very liarge extent in sym-
pathy with the agrarian demands, be-
cange these contemplate the protection
of the products of German agriculture
against the competition of other coun-
tries, the effect of which would be to
Increase the price of such products. As
o consistent protectionist Bismarck be-
lHeves In extonding the policy to agri-
cuilture as well as to the manufacturing
Indunstries, and therefore he is opposed
to those commercinl treaties which open
the markets of Germany to the agricul
tural products of other countries. The
ground of his deprecation of the haste
with which suoch treaties had  Dbeen
rushed through Parliament, that the rev-
enue thus lost is urgently needed for
strengthening the army, wns not his
only or his principal reason for opposl-
tion to the policy which hns been pur-
sied, but it was the safest one he could
present, beeause nearly all Germans are
susceptible to an argument for keeping
the army sirong,.

The policy of tdermman agrarinnism has
an Interest for the Amerlean people, be-
cause it contemplates restrictions upon
the imporiations of our products into
Germany to a greater extent, perhaps,
thun upon those of any other country.
The exclusion of American enttle from
Germany was unquestionably o conces-
slon to the agrivian element, but that
was not sufficient to satisfy it, and It is
still urging legisiation the effect of
whileh would be detrimental to the trade
of this country with Germany. It is
possible that in thne the agravinns will
be able to sectute this, bat in order to
o so they will have to win many ad-
herenis from the classes of people who
o not want the cost of living inereased.
